Reeb House destroyed

PORT COLBRONE — A landmark that has I 
stood more than 130 years burned to the I 
ground early morning on Friday Dec. 11. 
Firefighters arrived to the White Rd. call at I 


“The building is totally destroyed,” Port 
Colborne fire Chief Tom Cartwright reported 
late Friday morning after a back hoe was 
brought in to level the burned-out structure. 

Cartwright said frigid weather and high 
winds hindered efforts to save the building. 

The chief said the historic building had 
seen several renovations and lacked any fire 
stops. He said flames travelled through the 
building quickly. Once the fire got outside, the 
wind fanned the flames. At that point, “We 
were done,” Cartwright said. 

During the call, Port Colborne Fire and 
Emergency Services called in water tankers 
from Fort Erie andWainfleet. Cartwright said 
about 25 Port Colborne firefighters fought the 

Police closed a section Hwy. 3 during the 
fire and it remained closed a good portion of 
Friday. It took firefighters 12 hours to com¬ 
pletely extinguish the fire.

City unveils plans for multi-million dollar centre

PORT COLBORNE — Residents got a look 
at the city’s future fitness and sports hub. 

A public information session was held last 
Wednesday night in council chambers where 
residents had the opportunity to interact 
with project managers, architects and city 
staff. The residents had a chance to view 
conceptual designs of the multi-million 
dollar project. 

The information session drew more than 
50 hockey parents and tournament organiz¬ 
ers, concerned citizens and those who 
wanted to see designs for the project slated 
to be bruit on the Thomas A. Lannan Sports 
Park on Elizabeth St. 

Although a final design has not yet been 
decided, it’s poised to feature two NHL-sized 
hockey rinks measuring about 60 metres by 
26 metres. One rink would have seating for 
200, the other could seat 1,000 spectators 
and each rink will have six change rooms. 

A field house could permit basketball, vol¬ 
leyball, training, meetings and banquets. 
Eight outdoor bocce courts are also in the 
plans, with an area for the club to meet. 

A six-lane lap pool and a leisure pool with 
ramp entry is also proposed with a male, 
female and family change room. 

The pool is welcome news to resident John 
Ballin. His wife coaches Special Olympians 
and is forced to commute to the Brock Uni¬ 
versity pool for athletes to practice and com¬ 
pete because the city’s Centennial Pool isn’t 
long enough. 

"It’s expensive but you have to do it right,” 
he said. “I wonder if people in the city will 
have to pay taxes? I’m willing to pay for a 
bit.” 

He said with the new facility, Port Olympi¬ 


ans would have the opportunity to host 
meets in their hometown. 

MJMA architect Robert Allen said the 
design of the centre was based on input from 
the design committee, in addition to other 
facilities. 

He said a large flaw with other facilities it 
the lack of a central space. 

"Facilities didn’t really have a heart. This 
has a lobby you can sit in and look into the 
rinks and die pool. It’s a social hub and you 
could have a fireplace or a snack bar." 

Utilizing natural light was also important. 
The facility faces north and would allow light 
into the pool and arenas. 

“The lobby is north facing with constant 
graduated light.” 

He said limestone from local quarries 
could be utilized on the outdoor facade. 

Project manager Les Camm of MHPM said 
feedback from residents was positive with 


great interest in the pools and arenas. 

A number of energy and water conserva¬ 
tion initiatives will be implemented to 
ensure the project is not only cost efficient, 
but it will also be designed to meet Leader¬ 
ship in Energy and Environmental Design 
(LEED) standards. 

“The design is sustainable, very efficient in 
operations, healthier and greener.” 

For residents like Tony Di Carmine, elimi¬ 
nating the city’s three aging facilities is 
needed. He said while recently swimming 
and skating with his four-year-old son, he’s 
noticed the facilities crumbling. 

The facilities “are all beat down, we’re at 
the point where yes we do have to do some¬ 
thing,” he said. “These are things that have to

Cartwright said no one was injured 
and owner John Zarb was alerted to 
the fire when his smoke alarm rang. 
He managed to escape the upper 
apartment and went to a neighbour’s 
home to alert police. 

“He was pretty devastated from 
what I saw,” Cartwright said of Zarb. 

Cartwright said the cause of the fire 
is unknown and will most likely 
remain unknown because of the 
extent of the approximately $400,000 
damage. 

“At this point, we’re not sure what 
was inside the building.” 

As for the weather, “Cold doesn’t 
mix well with water,” Cartwright said. 

“It didn’t take long for things to ice 
up.” 

The municipality assisted by bring¬ 
ing in sand to spread around the area 
that firefighters were working. 

Local historian Don Anger said the 
well-known tavern was at least 130 
years old but was not a designated 
heritage site. 

“It is listed in the Page’s Historical 
Atlas of 1876," Anger said. 

“Another old, historical landmark is 
gone." 

By Monday, an R.I.P Reeb House 
page was created on Facebook and 
more than 1,500 people joined the 
group, offering their condolences, 
sharing memories and posting pic¬ 
tures from events such as Sportsfest 
snow volleyball, parties and band per¬ 
formances.

Council needs to keep 
its promises for health 
and wellness centre 

I t's big. 

It’s expensive. 

It’s probably the biggest project the city will under¬ 
take for the next few decades. 

It’s the Port Colbome Health and Wellness Centre. 

It’s a project that has been years in the making and is 
finally coming to life. 

Last week, members of the public had the opportunity 
to speak with the project manager, architects, program¬ 
mers and city staff about the project. 

It drew concerned hockey parents, seniors looking to 
take advantage of a therapeutic pool, young families anx¬ 
ious to see a new centre for their children to grow up in 
and those who were curious about the project. 

With a price tag of more than $30 million, residents are 
adamant they don’t want their taxes to increase. 

And who can blame them in these times? 

It’s not unrealistic to believe some of the costs will be 
borne by the taxpayer. We’re not talking about millions of 
dollars — some operating expenses and maybe a few hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars for the next few years would be rea¬ 
sonable. 

However, council vowed it wouldn’t cost taxpayers any¬ 
thing to build and it’s important to keep to those promises. 

So that means concessions have to be made. Fancy addi¬ 
tions like the walking track should be removed to keep 
costs down. 

Maybe the field house meant to accommodate volley¬ 
ball, basketball and functions can be temporarily removed. 

After having promised two pools and two arenas, it 
would be foolish to eliminate one of those aspects to save 
money. 

There’s no denying the need for new facilities. If you talk 
with city staff who are in and out of the Westside Arena, 
Teeder Kennedy Youth Arena and the Centennial Pool, they 
will tell you there are a number of issues with the facilities. 
They’re not all up to code and it would cost millions to 
refurbish them. 

But what good would that do? Give them a temporary 
facelift? Then 10 years down the road we’ll be in the same 
place. 

We have hydro funds, we have millions in grant money, 
we have companies fundraising $3.5 million and we have 
the plans. 

We have hockey players, swimmers, Special Olympians 
and there’s no doubt a new facility would be well used.

The West 
African curse

T here have been political horrors 
in other parts of Africa, like the 
genocidal former regime in 
Rwanda, the current regime in Zimba¬ 
bwe, or any Congolese regime you 
care to name. But the worst regimes in 
Africa seem to arise along the stretch 
of tropical coastline between Ghana 
and Senegal. 

Sierra Leone, Liberia and Ivory 
Coast have all lived through night¬ 
marish civil wars after long-ruling dic¬ 
tators died or were killed and junior 
officers seized power. Gambia has 
been ruled for the past 15 years by a 
former army lieutenant who now 
imports witch doctors from Guinea to 
hunt down the witches who he 
believes are trying to kill him. And 
now Guinea has fallen into the hands 
of the junior officers. 

It’s die classic pattern. For 50 years 
after independence, from 1958 to 
2008, Guinea was ruled by just two big 
men: Sekou Toure for 26 years and 
then Lansana Conte for another 24. 
They and their cronies stole all the 
money, of course, while more than 
90% of the mineral-rich country’s 10 
million people continued to live on 
less than a dollar a day. But at least 
they lived in a relatively safe and 
orderly poverty. 

Then Lansana Conte died late last 
year — and within hours a group of 
young officers broke into the main 
television station to announce that 
they were taking over the country. 
Their leader was an army captain 
called Moussa “Dadis” Camara, who 
promised to hold free and fair elec¬ 
tions by 2010. He also promised that 
he would not run for the presidency 
himself. 

Sensible promises, because before 
2008 nobody except his own family 
and his junior officer friends had ever 
heard of Dadis (as he calls himself). 

He has no experience or qualifications 
relevant to running a government. But 
a presidential palace is a nicer place 
to live in than a barracks, and the pay 
and perks are much better too. The 
experience kind of grows on you, and 
eventually you ask yourself: why 
leave? 

If a general had taken power after 
Lansana Conte’s death, he might have 
kept a promise to hand power over to 
a democratically elected civilian pres¬ 
ident, for generals already have com¬ 
fortable houses, limos and lots of 
stolen money.

However, generals usually don’t have direct 
command of troops. 

That’s why it’s so often the junior officers who 
seize power in Africa: they have the troops, and 
they are not much constrained by traditional 
ideas of military discipline. They seize power 
because it’s the only way to change their own 
lives for the better — and they generally start to 
quarrel among themselves after a while, 
because they have already broken all the tradi¬ 
tional bonds of hierarchy and discipline. 

Guinea has now moved on to the next stage of 
the process. Dadis began talking about running 
for president himself last August. 

“I have been taken hostage by the people, a 
part of the people, with some saying that Presi¬ 
dent Dadis cannot be a candidate and others 
saying President Dadis has to be a candidate,’’ 
he told Radio France Internationale in an inter¬ 
view. In a burst of frankness, he added that if he 
did not stand for election, another military offi¬ 
cer would take over the country. 

At that stage, Dadis probably still had the 
backing of the other young officers. They were 
doing very nicely too. Why would they complain 
so long as the supply of girls, drink and drugs 
kept flowing? But then the civilians got involved. 

Various political groups that had opposed 
Lansana Conte for years now saw democracy 
being stolen from them again. They held a rally 
in Conakry’s sports stadium in late September 


Lieutenant Abubakar “Toumba” Dia- 
kite, another member of the military 
junta and the head of the presidential 
guard, was sent to deal with them. 

He did so by massacring them. His 
soldiers slaughtered 157 people and 
raped dozens of women inside the sta¬ 
dium. Twenty women were kidnapped 
and videotaped for several days while 
they were being raped and tortured. It 
is possible that Toumba exceeded his 
instructions. The reaction certainly 
exceeded his expectations. 

The junta denied it all, but the evi¬ 
dence was overwhelming. The African 


Union, the United States, the European Union, 
and the West African economic group Ecowas all 
imposed sanctions on the junta, with Ecowas 
president Mohamed Ibn Chambas saying 
bluntly that Guinea’s military rulers were using 
state power “to repress the population... If the 
military junta has its way it will impose yet 
another dictatorship on them” 

The United Nations sent a mission to investi¬ 
gate the massacre, raising the possibility that 
die International Criminal Court might bring 
charges against junta members for crimes 
against humanity. So Dadis apparently con¬ 
cluded that it was time to throw Toumba to the 
wolves. 

On Dec. 4, Dadis went to the barracks where 
Toumba’s troops are based in Conakry. It was 
not a wise move, because Toumba shot him in 
the head and went on the run. Dadis was flown 
to Morocco for emergency surgery, and the 
remaining junta members chose “General” Sek- 
ouba Konate to act as front man in his absence. 

If things run true to form, the final step in this 
tragedy will be for Toumba to start an insur¬ 
gency in the interior, plunging the country into 
a long and horrible civil war of the kind that has 
ruined several of its neighbours.

After the picture was posted she 
received a number of friend requests and 
got the attention of Judith Furedi more 
than a year ago. 

Furedi was in the process of putting 
together her second book on Lennon enti¬ 
tled John Lennon: In Their Own Write — A 


The book contains poems written by 
Furedi, photos of Lennon, fan contribu¬ 
tions and she wanted to use Hurst’s sketch. 

“Nobody has ever done a book like this 
before,” Hurst said of the interactive book 
which features blank pages for readers to 
draw their own sketches or write their own 

Her black and white pencil sketch of 
Lennon appears beside a poem written by 
his former girlfriend May Pang. 

"It’s absolutely fabulous or ‘fab’ as the 
Beatles would say. To be able to be pub¬ 
lished in a book is one thing. Beside May 
Pang is another.” 

For someone who has only been a Bea¬ 
tles fan for about two years, she’s had quite 
the correspondence with members. Hurst 
has communicated with Yoko Ono three 
times and received written responses,

There is some confusion when it comes to high blood pressure. Patients are unsure 
how high, is too high, and what medications they should be on to treat their high blood 

Your blood pressure consisls of two readings. The first number is called the systolic 
blood pressure. This refeis to the pressure in your blood vessels when your heart muscle 
contracts. The second number is called the diastolic number and refeis to the pressure 
in your vessels when the heart muscle relaxes, if your blood pressure is too high the 
blood is putting too much force on your arteries as it travels through your body. This high 
pressure damages the vessels, and can actually cause them to buist leading to a heart 
attack or stroke. For normal patients with no underlying conditions it is recommended 
that the systolic number be less then 140, and the diastolic be less than 90. Patents with 
diabetes or chronic kidney disease should aim for a pressure of less than 130/80. 
Achieving optimal pressure can be a challenge for many people. Ideally weight loss 
and regular exercise are the best first steps to lowering your pressure. Avoiding alcohol 
caffeine and excessive salt intake can also help. Most of the time patients need to take 
medication to ensure optimal control. 

There are several commonly used medications to help control blood pressure. Many 
patients need to be on more than one to achieve their target pressure. It is safe and often 
necessary to be on two or three blood pressure medications. In general patients are on 
medications from different classes, they all work in different ways. The idea is to attack 
the problem from different angles to achieve the end result Some medications work on 
the kidneys and help to remove excess fluid. Others, work on your heart to slow it down, 
and still others work on your blood vessels making them less rigid allowing blood to 
flow through them more easily. Your physician must decide which medication is best for 
you but in general there are guidelines they can follow in selecting appropriate agents. 
Patients with diabetes for example should be on a medication called an ace inhibitor, 
which helps lower blood pressure and is also beneficial for the kidneys. Patients who 
have had a heart attack are often on a beta blocker which is beneficial for the heart 
Most blood pressure medications are well tolerated by patients with few side effects. 
However, if you are experiencing a problem with your medication it is worthwhile to talk 
to your physician as there are several options to choose from. 

Fifty percent of Canadians over 85 years old have high blood pressure. Untreated high 

your blood pressure monitored. One of the best ways to do this is to have a home blood 
pressure monitor. Blood pressure readings from home improve blood pressure control. 
Often when patients visit their physician their pressure is falsely elevated due to nerves 
and emotions. Sometimes the opposite effect happens and their pressure is lower in 
the office. Patients who engage in taking their pressure at home are more involved in 
managing their own care and this leads to better outcomes for these patients. 

Home monitoring seems to be the best and easiest way to identify and control high 
blood pressure. Please come in and talk to one of our home health care team members 
about a home monitoring machine.

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SMART METERS COMING IN 2010 

PORT COLBORNE - Smart meters are 
coming to Port Colborne. 

Canadian Niagara Power is preparing to 
launch a citywide replacement program to 
help residents manage their energy costs 
and each home in Port Colborne is expected 
to have a new meter by March 2010. 

Installation will begin soon and the new 
smart meters measure how much electric¬ 
ity is used and electricity rates will be 
charged based on time of use. Time of use 
billing will be implemented in the spring of 
2011. 

Electricity used during peak periods will 


be more expensive than lower rate periods. 

According to Bill Daley, president and 
CEO of CNP, "Once smart meters and time 
of use rates are fully implemented in the 
spring of 2011, this will enable our custom¬ 
ers to monitor their electricity usage on an 
hourly basis, which should provide more 
incentive to conserve energy during peri¬ 
ods of peak demand."

HAMILTON — All minor professional hockey players 
dream of playing in the NHL.

Since 2001, Wills has been the radio voice of the AHL’s 
Hamilton Bulldogs and has been on the microphone for 
about 745 consecutive games. 

The Port Colborne native’s dream is almost a reality. 
With longtime Buffalo Sabres announcer Rick Jeanneret 
taking a mid-season break, the Sabres are in need of a 
pinch hitter or two. That’s where Wills comes into play. 

After holding discussions with Sabres executives, Wills 
was selected as one of the broadcasters who will assume 
Jeanneret’s duties while he’s away for about three weeks. 

So that means Wills will get his shot at the NHL. You can 
call it an audition. 

On Jan. 25, the 33-year-old former Lakeshore Catholic 
High School student, will fly to Vancouver to announce the 
game between the Sabres and the Canucks. 

In the meantime, Wills will study the Sabres 
their jersey numbers and statistics. He’ll 
to watch Sabres games, turn the volume down and do the 
play-by-play in his home as a rehearsal. 

This man’s big night is less than two months away. 

"I’m really excited, I’m not nervous,” Wills said during an 
interview at Copps Coliseum. “I’m super excited.” 

Wills is unsure how many games Sabres games he’ll 
announce. He’s attempting to obtain his U.S. working visa 
which will allow him to do games in Buffalo and other 
cities in the U.S. 

Wills started his broadcasting career when he was a

Growing up, Wills idolized Jeanneret and Hockey Night 
In Canada’s Bob Cole. 

“He’s the guy I looked up to the most,” Wills said of Jean¬ 
neret. “He’s had a huge impact on my style.” 

Another thrill for Wills will be getting to call a game with 
witty hockey analyst Harry Neale, who used to work for 
CBC. 

With the Bulldogs, Wills, along with colour commentator 
A1 Craig, can be heard live on TALK 820. 

Don Bishop, who has known Wills for about 15 years, 
was the broadcaster’s cameraman during their days cover¬ 
ing junior B hockey for community TV. Right from the 
beginning, Bishop noticed Wills’ impressive work ethic and 
knowledge of the junior B players he was interviewing for 
the broadcasts. 

“He did his homework. He talked to the players — he 
made them feel comfortable,” said Bishop, who followed 
Wills to Hamilton to be his statistician for years. 

“He did an excellent job when he interviewed players.” 

It was during the Minto Cup lacrosse championships in 
St. Catharines one year when Bishop listened to Wills 
doing play-by-play, and again, liked what he heard from 
the young broadcaster. 

“That’s when I noticed his abilities,” Bishop said.

OLDE HUMBERSTONE MAIN 
STREET AREA COMMUNITY 
IMPROVEMENT PLAN: 

Urban Design and Streetscape Guidelines

There are big changes coming for Main Street in the coming year! 
The detailed streetscape design is well underway, with several 
design concepts being proposed by the consultants. A public 
workshop was held in November in order to showcase some of 
the designs to date. Construction of the project is expected to 
begin in the spring of 2010 and includes improvements to the 
sidewalks, roadways, landscaping and overall look of the Main 
Street CIP Area. Additional public meetings will be held in the 
New Year, and any residents who wish to voice an opinion with 
respect to the streetscape design concepts are invited to contact 
Lindsay Richardson at 905-835-2901 ext 129 or via email at 
lindsayrichardson@portcolborne.ca. Details about the project are 
also available on the City website at www.portcolborne.ca. 

In addition to the streetscape design, moving forward, Council has 
recently approved the application process and forms for the Main 
Street Community Improvement Plan financial incentives program. 
The following is a listing and brief description of the incentive 
programs that will be available to eligible properties in the CIP area 
subject to budget approval from Council. 

Planning (architect/landscape 
architect) Fee Grant 

A one-time grant of 50 per cent to a maximum of $500 will be 
available toward the cost of the preparation of architectural plans 
for building facade improvements. 

Facade Improvement Grant 

A one-time grant of 50 per cent to a maximum of $10,000, of the 
costs to assist commercial building owners in the CIP area improve 
a building fagade on the Main Street frontage. The grant includes 
building materials, labour and professional fees. 

Secondary Grant 

A one-time grant of 50 per cent, up to a maximum of $5,000, of 
the costs will be available for improvements per exterior side and 
rear building face where the building fronts onto a side street and/ 
or backs onto a shared parking area. The grant includes building 
materials, labour and professional fees and will be paid upon 
satisfactory completion of the work. 

Sidewalk Cafe Grant 

A one-time grant of 50 per cent, to a maximum of $2,000, of the 
costs will be available to assist restaurant owners in the CIP area 
to create or improve a sidewalk cafe. The grant includes building 
materials, labour and professional fees. 

Application and Permit 
Fees Rebate 

Where a property owner or business is undertaking improvements 
to lands and buildings, the City will provide a grant equivalent to 
the cost of the normal application fees for the approved projects. In 
the case of building permits, the property owner will be reimbursed 
up to 50 per cent, to a maximum of $500 of the fee. 


Property Tax-Increment Grant 

Where property improvements are undertaken and result in 
increased assessment, the City of Port Colborne will provide 
a grant equal to the property tax increase resulting from the 
development for up to a maximum of three (3) years following 
the increase in the assessment. 

Where the property is identified as a Brownfield by the City, Staff 
will assist the property owner in obtaining a matching Provincial 
Grant under the Brownfields Financial Tax Incentive Program. 

Mixed Use Intensification Grant 

A grant of up to 50 per cent of the costs, up to a maximum of 
$3,000, will be provided for creating a new residential unit within 
a new building within the Community Improvement Area. 

A grant of up to 50 per cent of the costs, up to a maximum of 
$1,000 will be provided for the rehabilitation of an existing 
residential unit located above or behind an existing commercial 
use in the CIP area in order to increase the marketability of the 
unit through improvements to plumbing, electrical, accessibility, 
security or other improvements required to meet the current 
standards of the building code. 

Sign Replacement Grant 

A grant of 50 per cent, up to $2,000, will be available toward 
the cost of replacing an existing sign that does not comply with 
the sign design guidelines outlined in the Olde Humberstone 
Community Improvement Plan, Urban Design and 5treetscape 
Guidelines. Grants will be paid in equal installments over three 
years. The second and third installments will only be available 
should the business/sign remain in the CIP Area. 

Affordable Housing Grant/Loan 

A grant of 50 per cent, up to $2,000 will be available toward 
the cost of creating each new, affordable housing unit in the CIP 
Area. Grants will be paid after two (2) years of operation of the 
affordable housing unit. To be considered "Affordable Housing", 
the City will define the requirements prior to grant approval based 
on provincial criteria on an annual basis. 

Shared Parking Grant 

A grant of up to 50 per cent of the costs will be available for 
creating rear lot, paved, shared parking in the CIP Area, at a rate 
of up to $500 per parking space, plus up to $1,000 per each 10 
metre (length) of access laneways. The grant will be payable upon 
completion of the works. 

Parking Lot Improvement Grant 

A grant of 50 per cent, up to $3,000 will be provided to improve 
existing parking areas adjacent to public streets. Improvements 
will include surfacing, marking and landscaping in accordance 
with the Olde Humberstone Community Improvement Plan, Urban 
Design and Streetscape Guidelines.

Port Colborne HEALTH & 

WELLNESS CENTRE 



In 2008 the City applied for funding 
assistance from the Federal and Provincial 
Governments to construct a Health 
& Wellness Centre in the City of Port 
Colborne. We were fortunate to have 
been approved to receive almost $14M 
towards the design and construction 
of the project along with $3M already 
provided by the Province. The new facility 
will be located at the T.A. Lannan Sports 
Park on Elizabeth Street at the east end 
of the City. This building will replace the 
ageing Teeder Kennedy Arena, West End 
Arena and Centennial Pool. 

In May 2009 the City of Port Colborne 
engaged MHPM Project Managers to 
assist with the design and development 
of the new Port Colborne Health & 
Wellness Centre. A review of the building 
program, the schedule and the project 
budget was undertaken immediately. 
In addition a Request for Proposal 
was prepared to hire a Prime Design 
Consultant team. 

In July 2009, MacLennan Jaunkalns 
Miller Architects (MJM) won a hotly 
contested competition to provide 
design services to the City. The initial 
work undertaken was to reconfirm the 
projected cost and to begin developing a 
design that will provide spaces capable of 
accommodating a multitude of activities. 
It had already been determined that 
the program for the new centre would 
include two new NHL sized rinks, a pool 
and an indoor track. 

One rink will be a spectator rink 
capable of seating 1000 spectators. 
In addition this rink will be designed 
to provide a venue for trade shows 
and concerts. An indoor track will be 
incorporated into the upper seating area 
to provide sheltered space for walkers 
and joggers. The second rink will be a 
recreational rink with seating for 200 
spectators. Each rink will provide six 
dressing rooms for teams as well as 
rooms for referees and first aid. The 
refrigeration equipment forthe rinks will 
be state-of-the-art and will incorporate a 
feature that allows rejected heat from 
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to LEED (Leadership in Energy 
and Environmental Design) Silver 
standards. The design will incorporate 
sustainability goals that will consider 
the environment when designing the 
building and selecting materials and 
equipment. Ultimately this approach 

maintenance and operations. 

The overall project schedule calls 
for the construction to be tendered in 
the spring of 2010 and for the building 
to be open to the public in the spring 
of 2012. 

The facility is presently in the schematic 
design stage. Meetings have been held 
with community groups to discuss the 
program and a variety of options. Program 
alternatives are being reviewed in light of 
the project budget and the project cost is 
currently estimated to be in the $35.5M 
range.

WHAT IS CARBON MONOXIDE? 

Carbon monoxide (CO) is a colourless, odourless, 
tasteless and toxic gas and is often referred to 
as the “silent killer". When inhaled it inhibits the 
blood's capacity to transport oxygen throughout 
the body. It can poison the body quickly in high 
concentrations, or slowly over long periods of time. 

WHAT ARE THE SYMPTOMS OF 
CARBON MONOXIDE POISONING? 

Exposure to CO can cause flu-like symptoms such 
as headaches, nausea, dizziness, burning eyes, 
confusion, drowsiness or loss of consciousness. In 
severe cases, CO poisoning can cause brain damage 
and death. The elderly, children and people with 
heart or respiratory conditions may be particularly 
sensitive to CO. 


WHAT ARE SOME DANGER SIGNS? 

• You or other members of your family have 
symptoms of CO exposure (see above). 

• You notice a sharp penetrating odour or smell 
of gas when your furnace or other fuel-burning 
equipment turns on. The air is stale or stuffy. 

• The pilot light of your furnace or other fuel¬ 
burning equipment goes out. 

• Chalky white powder forms on the chimney 
exhaust vent pipe or soot build-up occurs around 
the exhaust vent. 


Proper replacement of a CO alarm is important. In 
general, the human body is most vulnerable to the 
effects of CO during sleeping hours, so an alarm 
should be located in or as near as possible to the 
sleeping area of the home.

Corporation may come under council control

PORT COLBORNE — City council will 
meet in the new year to vote on disman¬ 
tling Port Colborne Economic and Tourism 
Development Corp. 

But not before die corporation’s board of 
directors meets to discuss the same recom¬ 
mendation — again. 

Truth is, Port Colborne council and the 
PCETDC board of directors are the same 
people. 

In the fall of 2007, council decided to 
become the board. The recommendation 
now being considered could bring what is 
legally an arm’s-length corporation under 
the city’s total control. 

A report titled Future Status of the Port 
Colborne Economic Tourism Development 


Corporation, surfacing in council cham¬ 
bers Monday night, has been sent back to 
the PCETDC board for discussion. 

The recommendation aired in council 
Monday is as follows: 

“That PCETDC be wound down and the 
process, functions and responsibilities be 
amalgamated into a city department rather 
than a separate corporation.” 

The new structure and organization 
would be developed by chief administra¬ 
tive officer Bob Heil and PCETDC general 
manager Stephen Thompson. 

The report had previously been dis¬ 
cussed by the board before coming to 
council — but attendance at the board 
level has not been good. 

That caused Ward 3 Coun. Bea Kenny to 
scold some of her peers Monday for their 
lack of attendance at those meetings. 


Mayor Vance Badawey was in favour of 
voting on the recommendation Monday 
night, but Ward 1 Coun. Bill Steele had the 
report successfully sent back to the board. 

Legally, the PCETDC and the Corpora¬ 
tion of the City of Port Colborne are two 
separate entities. 

The report notes “an inherent duplicity 
with this process,” because members of 
council and board members are the same 

Part of the ongoing discussion involves 
amalgamating the director of community 
services, a job formerly assigned to a city 
employee; and the manager of special 
events, formerly a position held within the 
PCETDC. This and other organizational 
changes would result in an estimated sav¬ 
ings of $20,000 annually, the report said. 

While at one time the PCETDC operated 


at arm’s length from the city, the PCETDC is 
now under council’s control but is not 
“legally” a municipal entity. 

Options stated in the report included the 
return to an arm’s-length entity with a mix 
of council members and citizen appoin- 

With respect to dismantling the 
PCETDC, the report states “there are more 
benefits than disadvantages, both in terms 
of coordination of administration, stream¬ 
lining and decision and policy making; and 
responsiveness and accountability to the 
citizens.” 

Steele moved the report be dealt with by 
the board in January. 

He said it is imperative that all members 
of the board be in attendance. 

“This is a huge decision,” he added.
